WCL has entered into a “Contract for Preservation of Right of Way Through Interim
Recreational Trail Use” with the Wisconsin Department of Natural Resources covering the Line.

The contract provides for WCL to file an abandonment exemption which will trigger the NITU
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under which the Wisconsin Department of Natural Resources will purchase certain property
including the Line.

The rail, ties and track material have been removed from the Line. A previous
abandonment on this line of railroad abandoned the track from Rockwood, WI to milepost 97.50
in Denmark, WL In carrying out that abandonment, the track up to milepost 97.75 was
inadvertently removed along with the track abandoned at that time. In this proceeding, WCL

seeks to abandon the track that was inadvertently removed.

No grade crossings will be removed. There are no structures or bridges located along the
